For some time there. has been a rumor 
to the effect that there was more or 
less friction at the barracks between the 
probation officer and the matron, It is 
gaid that this grew out of the row be- 
tween some of the newépaper reporters 
and the matron which culminated in the 
probation officer taking sides with the 


reporters.

Behind all this there is talk of what 
this or that officer has or has not done 
in the matter of looking after women 
prisoners and children, and such talk 
has given rise to the report about an ef- 
fort being made to oust the matron and 
announce that no such official is needed 
at the barracks. 

This, it is said, has caused some of the 
g00d women in the city to say they jin- 
tend to take a hand in the matter if any 
such plan is on foot. 

Has Made Good Matron. 

It is being pointed out that Miss Sah- 
derson has made a good matron and 
that she was right when she excluded 
hewspaper reporters from. her ward; ‘that 
she should have jurisdiction over infants 
taken to the barracks until they can be 
transferred to charity homes; that she 
is one of the persons who are now or- 
ganizing a home for wayward girls for 
the purpose of helping them to become 
600d and useful women just as is being 
done for the juvénjle male prisoners. 

On the other hand, it is also being 
pointed out that Probation Officer Gloer 
has done and is doing a good work in 
looking after juvenile offenders. 

What really seems to be needed are 
new sets of rules for the probation of- 
ficer and matron. Under the law, the 
Probation officer has only to look after 
and take care of juveniles apprehended 
Or arrested, and this does not include in- 
fants that have been deserted. Tf it is in- 
tended that the probation officer should 
take this authority instead of the ma- 
tron, then the police board could pass 
& law to that effect. 

There are no written rules for 
matron, and a little booklet on this 
ject might not be amiss just at 
time. 


What They Say About It. 

When seen yesterday about the matter, 
the matron would not make a state-

Probation Officer’ Gloer said it seemed 
that the matron had become miffed at 
him about the case of Bertie. Owens.

CHARGES OF “GRAFT” 
PUT SHAW IN TEMPER 


Trouble Arose Over Secretary’s Se- 
lection of Site for New Postof- 
fice—Shaw and,Chamber of 
Commerce President 
Almost Fight. 


Fittsburs. Pa., November 26.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, 


who came to Pittsburg today to inspect 
sites for a postoffice nutiding, left for. 
Washington tonight, after a most; 
strenuous day in which he traveled over 
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and held meetings witn the representa- 
tives of the various business men’s or- 
ganizatiens, which were characterized hy 
heated arguments, in which Mr. Shaw 
did not hesitate to express himself. At 
one of the meetings the secretary snap- 
ped his fingers in the face of H. D. W. 
English, president of the chamber of 
commerce, who left the hearing, de- 
claring it was a farce. | 


Charges of “Graft.”’ 

The secretary's visit today was the re- 
sult of vigorous protests made against his 
selection for the site of the new postof- 
fice building. 

Since the secretary had: made a selec- 
tion of a site there had been declarations 
of “graft.’”” and before the business at 
hand was taken up, Mr. Shaw turned’ to 
the newspaper men present and said: 

“I would give $1,000 to know the name 
of the man who gave the. information | 
that there was graft in the hearings at 
Washington when the real estate 
were there. 

“I camé here at the solicitation of 
I do not expect to 
select a site satisfactory to everyofie, * A*: 
Batigor, Maine, where they were attempt- 
ing to select 4 site for a public building 
they scrapped until they had to construct 
an island ‘in the middle of the river and 
build the structure upon it.” 


Shaw’s Tift with English.

vernor Terrell has received a letter 
from the International Policy Holders’ 
Association of New York, an association 


| Organized to protect the interests of the 


policy holders in the big mutual life in- 
Surance companies, asking him to re- 
quire the insurance commissioner of 
Georgia to take steps to put a stop to 
the solicitation of proxies and votes for 
the administration tickets by agents of 
the Mutual Life and the New York Life 
Insurance Companies throughout this 
state. 

The governor was in Augusta, and has 
not taken up the matter, but-it was 
called to the attention of Comptroller 
General William A. Wright, who is the 
State’s insurance commissioner, 

The letter would seem to imply that 
the Georgia officials had not been’ look- 
ing out for the interests of the policy 
holders, whereas there is absolutely no 
ground for any such suggestiom The 
truth of the matter is that Georgia has 
no law under which any action can be 
taken in these cases. ‘The same is true 
of practically all other states with the 
exception of New York, which has re- 
cently enacted laws giving more au- 
thority to its insurance commission. as 
& result of the Armstrong investigation. 
The matter was taken up in~Kentucky, 
where the insurance commission sought 
to take away the license of the Mutual 
Life, but was stopped by injunction. 

The truth of the matter is the Georgia 
officials took this matter up long before 
attention was called to it by the Inter- 
national Policy Holders’ Association. In- 
surance Commissioner Wright, as was 
stated some time ago in The Constitu- 
tion, held aq conference on. the Subject 
with Attorney General John C. Hart, and 
the conclusion was then reached that, 
however desirable it might te to take 
some action in the interests of the policy 
holders in this state, the insurance com- 
missioner had no.authertty to do so un- 
der the Georgia law. The Georgia in- 
surance laws simply prescribe what” the 
insurance company must do in order to 
carry on business in the state,.and be- 
yond these provisions, state officials 
have no power to go.. Whenever thege 
laws have’ been violated, the matter has 
always been taken up promptly and 
dealt with.

apply. For instance, I have seen several 
organ grinders with monkeys parading 
our streets lately, and I have heard of 
no complaint, not even from Mr. Logan, 
of the Associated Charities. The only 
error that seems to have been committea 
was my giving a blind man a permit to 
grind his organ On the streets without 
paying for it. It is all right for an able. 
bodied man with a monkey to come along 
and pay hi s$2.50 and grind his organ 
and collect the pennies and nickles, but 
you must draw the line when a Dlind 
man wants to grind his organ and asks 
to be relieved of paying the amount of 
the license. Such a sentiment is of the 
veriest rot, and unworthy of any man 
who has a spark of feeling for the un- 
fortunate. I knew nothing of this man 
in question until he made application lo 
my office about the middle of last week 
for permission to grind his organ on the 
streets. After some hesitancy I gave 
him a free permit for the balance of the 
week, and my own conscience would 
have reproved me if I had refused him. 
‘would rather paaid for the license 
nvyself. I gave him the permit and 
am giad I did. I am no physician and 
did not know whether he had cataracts 
over his eyes or not. The only thing 
that I was satisfied was that he was 
blind—the. worst affiliction that can be- 
fall a human being. 

On Sunday afternoon T called at the 
station house to see the officers who made 
the arrest, at Logan's instance, and the; 
both informed me that the blind man 
was not asking alms or begging for help, 
but simply grinding his organ, and if 
anyone cared/to give him anything for 
his music well and good. There is an 
ordinance against soliciting alms, but tne 
tax ordinance also legalizes grinding an 
organ on the streets. 

I presume Mr. Logan desired to draw a 
little attention from the public, and 
through that publicity, it may be, get his 
salary raised. I am fearful that his over- 
zealousness may do as much harm as | 
good. If he had taken the trouble to 
communicate with me what he has caused 
tc be published in the newspapers, it 
would have been very easy to have cor- 
rected any abuse that might have existed 
on the part of the applicant, or blind 
man. 

The city authorities will always have to 
do a certain amount of charitable work, 
regardless of how many charitable organi. 
gations there may be in the city. I have 
no sympathy with the idea that every 
charitable object should be dealt with 
through scientific principles. I will dis- 
pense my acts of relief according to my 
own good judgment, and not seek the ad- 
vice of Logan or anyone else, and do not 
seek notoriety tarough the newspapers, 
My acts in the case mentioned were clear- 
lv within the law and customs of the 
city, and I am not worrying over who 
it pleases or displeases. I will continue 
to use my own judgment in the future, 
as I have tried to conscientiously do in 
the past, regardless of whether it meets 
Mr. Logan's approval or not. . 

It will be recalled that some years ago 
the Atlanta Charitable Association was 
formed, something on the same lines as 
the present association. It started off 
well and the city authorities were called 
upen to contribute to it, and did ap- 
propriate $3,000 a year. Finally, the 
public interest died out, and the $3,000 
8 vear from the city was nearly the sum 
total of its receipts, and an investigation 
by the city authorities showed that the 
salary list and expenses were about $2,- 
000 a year. In other words. it was cost- 
ing about $2 or $3 to dispense $/ in 
charity. The city withdrew its appropria- 
tion and the association went out of 
business.

He 
pursued Mrs. Bryan with one shoe raised 
in his hand, but she escaped through 
the back door, immediately after which 
the negro attempted to enter the room in 
which Miss Bryan and her two younger 
sisters wefe. First he attempted to strike 
Miss Bryan with the shoe he held in his 
hand, but by good fortune she picked 
up a key from the floor, slammed the 
door and locked it, thus gaining pro- 
tection. After this, Miss Bryan declared, 
the negro uttered and attempted to 
break down the door. She and her two 
young sisters finally escaped through the 
window to the back yard, where she 
again saw the negro standing in arm- 
reach of her mother, but by this «ime 
neighbors had been summoned by their 
screams and the negro was arrested by 
the policemen who had been called.
